Winnipeg, Man.. Oct. 26.—Details of 
the death of Stanley Ireland at Kenora 
recetnly. whose arrival in Winnipeg 
from England had long been awaited 
by H. M. Whitten, a brother-in-law, 
have been received from Kenora. Ire¬ 
land arrived In Kenora a few weeks 
ago. He was supposed to be tnikane, 
and wandered Into Maxwell’s ~ camp, 
two miles from the Tache. The next 
morning he was taken Into the station 
at Tache and a message was sent to 
the provincial constable at Kenora to 
come after him. The constable went 
down on the next train and found him 
sltttng In'a ditch, but he was dead. 

The coroner wired several places 
where he thought his friends resided. 
Including his relative* in Ireland. 
Eventually money was-cabled from Ire¬ 
land and he was burled in Kenora on 
October 18th.

Seattle Is Co-operating in (he Effort 
to Prevent Spread of the

The hall^e^rly general meeting 
of Grand Trunk Railway Company of 
Canada was held In London. Sir 
Charles Rivers Wilson, the chairman of 
the directors, presided, and there wa* a 
large attendance of shareholders. De¬ 
tails of the remarks are now to hand. 
The chairman. In moving the adoption 
of the report, said: There has been a 
considerable Increase of gross revenue 
accompanied by a conilderable Increase 
of expense. The gross receipts for the 
half-year ended 30th June last, amount¬ 
ed to £3.381,259, an Increase of £359,578 
upon the same period last year. Of that 
increase £69 was derived from passen¬ 
ger traffic. The number of passengers 
carried was 4^011, an increase of 
319,059, accompanied by a slight in¬ 
crease of the average fare per passen¬ 
ger. On freight and livestock there 
was an Increase of 911,790 ton*. In this 
connection he pointed out the necessity 
of Increasing the facilities for traffic. 
The working expenses showed an in¬ 
crease of £301,713. In regard to the 
maintenance of equipment of £88,547, 
the amount of £68,000 w'as In respect •>? 
cars—they had replaced old cars by 
more modern ones, and fully ju tiffed 
the increase. Of the 803 locomotives. 
123 were practically new. A large am¬ 
ount of the increase In the working 
expenses was due to the large amount 
of wages, which they had had to make 
in all branches. 

Another Item of importance was the 
! item of car mileage, which showed an 
Increase of £47,529, which had to be paid 
; to other companies for the use of their 
cars. They had added an additional 
thousand coal cars to their stock, and 
would probably add another thousand 
next year. After deducting the work¬ 
ing expenses, the net gross receipts 
amounted to £894.716, which was con¬ 
siderably In excess of the amount of 
the previous half -yen r. They had a 
sum of £1,025.798 available for the pay¬ 
ment of Interest and dividends, as the 
result of the working of the Grand 
Trunk Railway. The ratio of working 
expenses to gross receipts showed an 
increase of the decimal 23. but he 
quoted figures to show that the New 
York Central showed much larger in¬ 
crease. This would show that the man¬ 
agement of the Grand Trunk w r as not 
extravagant. The labor question was 
now one of the most serious, which they 
had to contend.

Dr. Watt, of the William \Head quar¬ 
antine station, and Dr. Fagan, provin¬ 
cial health officer, returned to the city 
this morning from Seattle, where they 
made investigation* into the outbreak 
of bubonic plague there, with the ob¬ 
ject in view of devising means by 
which its spread to the Canadian ports 
would be safeguarded. 

The twd officials were invited to a 
meeting of the city board of health 
and were given all Information in pos¬ 
session of the beard pertaining to the 
outbreak. Opportunity was also af¬ 
forded at the labortory of examining 
the specimens taken from the case 
which has been verified and also from 
others where a provisional diagnosis 
of plague has been made, but In which 
the required test innoculation of ani¬ 
mals, and recovery of germs from them 
have not been completed. 

Specimens taken from dead rats were 
also examined and indications were 
that infection of rats would be found, 
though so far only two of those se¬ 
cured have been considered suspicious. 
Tests now being made will show 
Whether the germs found in these rats 
are the true plague organism. 

There are In 8eattie nedical men 
who have had, as officers of the mar¬ 
ine hospital service in different parts 
of the world and as army officers In the 
Philippines, experience In fighting 
plague. The services of these men will 
be called Into the fight. It can be 
depended upon that wise counsel will 
prevail, and everything that money 
can give to the fight will be had. The 
exact conditions from time to time will 
be made known, and no attempt at 
concealment, such as was practiced In 
flan Francisco will be thought of. The 
conditions are not such as. to create 
alarm or to Interfere to any great ex¬ 
tent with business or travel. Sporadic 
cases of plague have been discovered 
in almost every large seaport' In the 
past few years. 

"If we are to be the last to get It," 
said Dr. Watt this morning, "we have 
been then very fortunate, and we have 
the experience of other ports to as¬ 
sure us that suitable measures will 
eradicate it although it takes some 
time.” 

The spread of the disease, he says, 
depends upon whether or not the in¬ 
fection of the rats becomes general or 
not. Preceding outbd^ks of plague 
and- while the disease lasts amongst 
men, rats are found to be dying, so that 
measures to exterminate the rats should 
be adopted in every community. Seattle 
and other cities on the Sound are offer¬ 
ing a bonus of 6 cents for each rat, to 
which a tag is attached giving the lo¬ 
cality at which it was caught; a.num¬ 
ber are being delivered, but there are

Nome, Alaska. Oct. 25.—Standing near 
Glacier lake, like a giant sentinel, gaz- 
ing out over the plains from the life 
it knowns has departed, is a remark¬ 
able relic of the past in the shape of a 
gerat towering fort. 45 ft in height at 
whose base may still be found, In grimly 
suggestive quantities, piles of human 
bones. 

This fort has stood unseen throughout 

all the years of Nome's mining history, 
until discovered a few days ago by Al¬ 
bert Fink. Gordon Hall and Emil Lehn- 
feldt, who happened upon it while on a 
hunting trip. It has been battlemented 
evidently when built, but now the f>at- 
tlements have decayed and their rultli 
are overgrown with weeds and grass 
which add the final touch to its weird 
exterior. The trenches are still visible, 
and prove that much care was exer¬ 
cised in the construction work. Bones 
were found around the fort In such 
qualities that for some time the dis¬ 
coverers were forced to doubt their 
senses, but a careful examination prov¬ 
ed that they were indubitably human. 

The men are unable to venture an 
oplpion as to what race the fort be¬ 
longed. They are sure they, were not 
Russians, as It presented the appear¬ 
ance of age that proved Its existence 
began prior ta the discovery of Alaska.

The 
Chinese can be relied Upon to carry out 
their contracts. They are honest and 
work hard, while, on the other hand, 
the Indians, as a rule, are lazy; the 
Japanese steal, lie and squirm out of 
their duties; the white man will not do 
the work and does not want the Chi¬ 
nese to do it. The question la: 1 "What 
can we do?" Labor conditions are 
growing worse every year. The salmon 
canning industry of Southeastern 
Alaska is ten Important to suffer neg¬ 
lect at thf hands of congress, and Its 
continuation depends on beneficial leg¬ 
islation ’"before next season."

Rats are the worst carriers of the 
plague, as the disease may be confined 
to them before It is communicated td 
human beings. The scourge, so deadly 
to people, ts not always so to rats, as 
It does not kill every rodent affected. 
Where the greatest danger lies Is In the 
possibility of a rat being affected in a 
mild form and then spreading the dis¬ 
ease to other rate, which carry It Into 
homes*

William H. Ladner has a scheme for 
propagating oysters at the moiith of 
the Fravor river whleh may eventually 
be yken up and put to a test. The 
Delta pioneer citizen succeeded a few 
days ago in Interesting J. H. Turner In 
His idea, and the latter promised before 
leaving to Investigate the Old Country 
end of the scheme and gather all In¬ 
formation available of the possible Vmc- 
cess of transplanting oysters from the 
beds off Falmouth along the coast of 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Ladner la a native of the Land's 
■End district and relnembors that the 
people there dredged the young oysters 
from the large beds In the harbor to j 
the gravel banks, where they were left 
dry twice a day by the receding tide. 
Flora the gravel banks the oysters were 
easily secured after full grown, and 
shipped to London In carloads. Mr. 
Ladner believes that similar success In 
the propagation of oysters could be had 
at the mouth of the Fraser, because 
the climate and temperature of the 
water is about the same as at Land's. 
End. He is quite certain that the oys¬ 
ters could be kept, alive long enough to 
facilitate the transplanting. 

Mr. Ladner has been In communica¬ 
tion with parties In England for some 
weeks regarding the proposition and 
enlisted the aid of a resident of the 
district who will undertake to dig and 
take charge of a shipment of seed 
oysters. Mr. Turner will go Into the 
matter when he getp hack to his office 
In London, and wilt probably order a 
few shipments of oysters for planting 
purposes at the expense of the provin¬ 
cial government.

Oct. 24.—Reports from 
the Cheyenne River Indian Reserve 
to-night say that the threatened out¬ 
break of Ute Indians was controlled 
before dark by the Indian police of the 
reserve. 

—-— The Last Trail. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—Col. 
Downs, a special agent of the Indian 
office. Is on the Cheyenne River Res¬ 
ervation, and a telegram wall received 
from him saying that the Utes had be¬ 
come unruly and that troops were 
needed. Fort 'Mead is about a hundred 
miles from the reservation and it will 
be necessary for the cavalry to take a 
cross-country ride as there Is no rail¬ 
road between the. two blades. It was 
dissatisfaction with advancing civiliza¬ 
tion that caused the Utes to leave their 
reservation In Utah, and take the road 
fqr the last time. 

The secretary of the interior finally 
agreed that the Indians would not be 
compelled to .return to Utah, but that 
they must settle down on some reser¬ 
vation. At othe Utes’ request, the 
Cheyenne River Reservation was se¬ 
lected and /two townships were leased 
for a perlotMof five years In order to 
supply them with homes. There are 
about six hundred of t$e Utes that 
may be Involved, Including many young 
Indians, among whom the greatest dis¬ 
content has been manifested.

OUARDING AOAfNST "PLAGUE. 


The precautions which are being taken 
by the Dominion and provincial authori¬ 
ties to safeguard the province against an 
outbreak of bubonic plague being brought 
here from the States have been supple¬ 
mented by the following notice which ap¬ 
pears in the Provincial Gazette: 

Regulations for the detection and treat¬ 
ment of a disease known as bubonic 
plague, approved by order of His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor in council, dat¬ 
ed the 24th day of October. 1907: 1 

1. All sick Chinese, Japanese, Sikhs or 
other Oriental must send or give notice 
of their illness to the health officer or 
police constable in the district where such 
Chinese. Japanese. Sikhs or other Ori¬ 
on la Ik reside. 

2. Physicians In attendance on sick 
Chinese. Japanese, Sikhs or other Ori¬ 
entals shall notify,the health officer or 
chairman M the local board of health of 
municipalities; or. if in an outlying dis¬ 
trict. the government agent must be 
notified. Such notification should stale 
the cause of illness and the condition of 
the glands throughout the body of the 
sick person, and should be delivered to 
the health officer, chair.nan of the local 
board of health or government agent, ns 
the case may be. at the earliest possible 
opportunity. 

3. In city municipalities, the medical 
health officer shall be notified within six 
hours of the death of any Chinese. Japan¬ 
ese. Sikh or other Oriental, by the per¬ 
son on whose premises such death oc¬ 
curred. or by some relation or person hav¬ 
ing charge 0 / the person so dying. 

4. In riral municipalities, the medical 
health officer or the chairman or aecre- 
"tary of the local board of health must be 
notified within six hours of such death, 
and in outlying districts the government 
agent, or provincial constable shall be 
notified within twelve hours after such 
death, or as soon after as possible. Cer¬ 
tificates as to the cause or death must be 
signed by the,health nglcvr ,r * municipali¬ 
ties. and in outlying districts by the gov¬ 
ernment agent or some persons duly 
authorised by htni. 

5. No undertaker shall accept for burial 
the corpse of any Chinese, Japanese. 
8 ikh or other OrUntnl without having re¬ 
ceived. with respect to such corpxU a cer¬ 
tificate of death from a medical officer, 
or some other person duly authorised for 
the purpose by the government: 

6 Any person violating any provision 
of these regulations ehall be liable, upon 
summary conviction before any two Jus¬ 
tices of the peace, for every such offence, 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred dol¬ 
lars. with or without costs/or to imprison¬ 
ment, with or without hard labor, for a 
term not exceeding six months, or to both 
fine and Imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the convicting court. 

While all vessels coming to Victoria 
from the Sound are submitted to quaran¬ 
tine inspection before leaving the local 
authorities are taking every precaution 
to guard against plague being brought to 
the city. As the solitary case reported , 
from Seattle is the only known one on 
the Sound there is little danger of the 1 
scourge spreading in view of the efforts 1 
ti> forestall It which*have been made by | 
both the authorities. ,

JOLLIFFE SIGHTS LUCIPARA. 

The tug William Jolliffe, under charter 
to the marine and fisheries department, 
which returned to port this morning after 
installing a new whistling and gas buoy 
off Amphritlte Point, reported sighting 
the British ship Lucipara, Captain Henk. 
lying within two miles of the beach be¬ 
tween Pachena Point and Carm&nah. 
The Lucipara is a four-masted barque of 
1,779 tons burthen. She left San Diego on 
October 8th for Seattle in ballast. 

When the Jolliffe observed the close 
proximity of the barque to the shore y«r- 
terday afternoon she ran close In to her 
and hailed her. The captain was evident¬ 
ly at ease, however, and did not worry 
o«er his bad position while waiting for 
Mind. 

The William Jolliffe left this morning 
for Vancouver, where she will stand by 
the R. M. 8. Empress of China, which 
sank at her berth and has Just been 
raised. 

While under charter to the department 
o* marine and fisheries the powerful 
Mersey tug has done excellent work. The 
strength and power of the Jolliffe make 
her a splendid boat for the work that is 
required of her while working for the de¬ 
partment. , ^ '

BRITISH STEAMER LOST. 

Tb« British steamer Mervlnlan, own¬ 
ed by Messrs. Owen. Watkins, Williams 
* Co., of Paris, foundered 100 miles 
south of the 8clUy Islands on the 3rd of 
October, according to Qld Country ex¬ 
changes Just received. The vessel left 
Cardiff for Marseilles with coal the 
previous day, and encountered a very 
heavy gale in the bay. Her cargo shift¬ 
ed and she listed badly, and finally 
sank. The chief officer, Mr. Parry, and 
seventeen of her crew, were saved by 
the Greek steamer Vagliano, apd were 
landed at Gibraltar. 

The captain. D. D. Lewis, of Liver¬ 
pool, chief engineer Nicholson, of 
Grangetown, Cardiff, the second offi¬ 
cer, Owen Owen, of Nevln, the cook. 
Thomas Bob, a seaman unknown, and 
a lad. named Boale, son of the com¬ 
pany's agent at Marseilles, were 


off Cape Vi llano, whilst he was In 
command of the Venedoplhn. 

The owner** have not yet been In¬ 
formed of IHe cirsumstances under 
which so many of the crew perished, 
but it Is surntised that when they found 
the condition of the vessel was hope¬ 
less, the crew put off In the ship's boats 
and that the one carrying the master 
and the chief engineer was swamped.
